columns. Florence Blackwell, now the wife of a resident of 
Waltham Cross, said that prior to her marriage she was, 
in 1899, engaged by Miss Holland as a domestic servant at 
the Moat Farm. The only oeeupants were Mies Holland, 
the prisoner Dougal, and herself. The morning after her 
arrival, Dougal came into the 'scullery, put his arm round 
her, and kissed her, to which she objected very strongly. 
At night, after she ha4 retired to bed, someone came 
to her door and called “ Florence” three times in an 
undertone, She recognised Dougal's voice, and screamed 
loudly, and Miss Holland came to the door, which 
Dougal was trying to open. The witness had hysterics, 
and that night Miss Holland slept with her. She wanted 
to leave.at onee—she told the Court—but Miss Holland 
pressed her to stay, and she consented. On May 19 Miss 
Tolland .and Dougal drove away together, the former 
calling out as she went off “Good-bye, Florrie, I shan't be 
long." Witness bad never seen her mistress since, but 
Dougal returned: in the evening and said Miss Holland 
had gone to London. He went out once or twice during 
the night ostensibly to meet the lady, and finally at about 
two a.m. said the mistress had not returned and the girl 
had better go to bed.. She remained in her room fully 
dressed all night, and left the farm the following day. Two 
Bank of England officials having. given evidence as to an 
attempt made by Dougal to change certain notes which 
had been stopped, the case was again adjourned for a week.

Driving Moles from Garde-s. 


NDOUBTEDLY the best method of ridding 
gardens of moles is to “catch 'em and kill ’em,’’ 
ut this is not so easy a matter to do, unless the 
work is performed by the deft hands of a pro- 
fessional mole-catcher. In many places now these 
seem to be a negative quantity, so that simple means of 
driving moles away may be useful to some whose crops 
have suffered from their upheavals. We have had them 
burrowing and hunting for worms in the rich beds pre- 
red for annuals and seedling celery. After we had 
elled the heaps and set traps, which every night they 
skilfully evaded, they worked with renewed vigour, and 
practically steod the beds on end. However, as they 
greatly resent anything of a pungent odour, we took the 
mounds out with a spade and placed a small piece of onion 
or garlic in the runs, which cleared them off entirely. On 
another occasion petroleum was poured in (a pint to three

T the Yorkshire terrier bears a high character, but a 
drawback is the preparation of the coat. This entails no 
end of labour if it is intended to show the dog; if, how- 
ever, the coat is allowed to grow without forcing, and the 
terrier is given no more attention than the ordinary house- , 
hold pet, it will be found. that the coat gets hard and 
weather-resisting, not unlike that of a wire-haired fox- 
terrier or an Airedale terrier. I know several breeders who 
keep their terriers in this condition, and use them as 
sporting companions, They make good ratters, can work 
a hedgerow almost as well as a spaniel, and have been used 
for foreing rabbits from the gorse. The breed is hardy, 
when the puppies are brought up in a rationa) manner; 
and, what will be of interest to my correspondent, there 
is always a good market for young stock. 


A Handsome Waterfowl. 


The Gadwall is considered by many to be the most hand- 
some of any wild waterfowl to be met with in this 
It is similar in size to the mallard, but is built ! 
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on finer lines, and also carries itself rather more erect. In 
this breed, which, by ‘the way, is also found in many parts 
of Europe, Asia, and North America—it is the drake that 
tukes the eye, the duck being plain and soberly clad, except 
for the white ribbon on its wings. ‘The drake has a glossy 
green head and neck, a breast prettily and re:ularly orna- 
mented with black-and-white markings of crescentic 
pattern, wing -coverts of a blend of rich-black and 
chestnut, and warm-coloured flights and tail. The flights 
are"of fair length, but do not overlap so much as in 
many ducks. The drake moults much of his finery 
during the breeding season. The Gadwall is a rather 
shy bird, and will not nest unless it has a quiet retrcat and 


careful treatment. The usual number of eggs laid by the 
female is from seven to nine, and if the duck be allowed to 
sit on them very great care must be taken not to disturb 
her in any way, or she may leave the nest huniedly and 
let the get-cool before she again returns. Hatched 
under a hen, the ducklings will live, thrive, and become 
very tame, and will, when so reared, breed much more 
readily than when bred in a wild state. 


Autumn-Sown Peas. 


Much damage is reported from various quarters to the 
autumn-sown peas, both of sweet and eating varieties. The 
season has been mild and wet in many districts, and black

s This is generaly 
the case, and it is only under the very best conditions o7 
soil and weather that autumn-sown peas are at all rati-- 
factory, says a writer in the Market Gardener. We hav. 
long discontinued the practice, sowing instead in small pos 
in February or early March, and getting up either in cold 
frames or by a little heat, and as soon as up, hardening off 
it once. Some who have not tried this practice-- 
und therefore are, for this very reason, reliable 
"expert" guides—are writing in the provincial papers 
against it, but we know ‘that herein lies suecess. few 
thousands of small 60-pots are soon filled and sown. Every 
seed is saved, and twice the amount of land can be planted 
with a given quantity of peas by this as by the usual 
methods adopted by growers. Where failure has occurred 
through following the advice to sow in the open in autumn, 
sow at once in pots in heat, soaking the peas in warm water 
three or four hours first. Orthe peas may be soaked for 
twelve hours, and be very loosely tied up in a bag and hun; 
in a cucumber-house for a few hours until tne germ is seen 
to be startinz, when they must be sown in the pots and, 
as som as up, removed to a cold frame and gradually

hardened, and then planted out. Much lost, time may be 
pulled up H this method.: All rare peas should be sown 
in pots. When the lights are removed, put a piece of net 
over the frames until the peas have ids foliage enough 
to be beyond the birds, when they must be planted out. 
Radish seed may be treated in this way, and much valuable 
time saved thereby. 


Tomatoes in Pots. 


Down on the south coast an immense number of tomatoes 
are grown in pots—one of the sights of the Worthing 
gardens being the vario:s methods of protection adopted : 
and it is from this district that they got the idea illus- 
trated, which speaks for itself. The seed is sown in 
February, and kept under glass, starving until abont this 
time of the spring, then shifted into "thumbs" and put 
on the potting-board for a week. They are*then pack: à 
together under.a warm fence, and, wheu they want it, are 
moved into sixties, and are allowed to get pot-bound. 
Another remcval into six-inch pots starts them into bloom 
at less than a foot high, and their further growth depends 
on the amount of root room. If left alone, and broug) t 
on in a frame similar to the one illustrated, they rco: 
through their pots, swell their fruit well, and make no 


more growth. Every plant will bear from nine to a dozen 
and a half d fruits, which will ripen' just at a time 
when useful for salad and when market prices are 
remunerative.
